Jewish War Prisoner Trades 
His Way Into Catholic Faith 


Jerusalem—NC—Through a barter of a few cigarettes, a 
young Jew who was born: in Jerusalem and studied in the 
Rabbinical school here, found his way into the Catholic 
Faith, and today is a student for the priesthood in the Order 


of St. Benedict. 


Some details, such as names, cannot be mentioned now. 


But the young man was a soldier 
in a Palestine unit which was sent 
into the European combat area 
during the war. 


He was captured by the Germans 
and was a prisoner of war for four 
years. While a prisoner, he traded 
a few cigarettes for a copy of the 
New Testament. Later, out of cur- 
iosity, he began to read it.

Urges Social 
Security For Non- 
Profit Groups 


Proposal Submitted To 
House Committee By 
NCWC Legal Department 


Washington, Mar. 11 —(NC)— 
Proposals to extend the benefits of 
Federal Old Age and Survivors 
Insurance to lay employs of non- 
profit organizations, while, at the 
same time, safeguarding the tra- 
ditional tax-exempt status of such 
organizations, were submitted to 
‘the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee by William F. Montavon, 
Director of the Legal Department, 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Montavon, speaking on be- 
half “of the thousands of volun- 
tary organizations, including hos- 
pitals, charitable and educational 
institutions throughout the coun- 
try that are affiliated with the 
Catholic Church,” made the fol- 


lowing recommendations for the 
consideration of the committee: 


(1) Full coverage of lay em- 
ployes of non-profit agencies by 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
under a plan which would provide 
optional entrance on the part of 
the employer. 


(2) Full contribution to the trust 
fund of employer and employe 
once this voluntary acceptance of 
coverage has been effected. 


(3) Incorporation in the law of 
a statement of policy which would 
adequately safeguard the custo- 
mary and traditional tax-exempt 
status. 


(4) Voluntary acceptance should 
refer solely to lay employes, ex- 
cluding the clergy and members of 
Religious Orders. 


(5) Provision should be made 
for the withdrawl, under defined 
conditions, by any non-profit or- 
ganization. 

In explaining his proposals, Mr. 
Montavon said the “Catholic or- 
ganizations have not looked with 
any favor on any provision of law 
which denies to their employes 
any, benefit provided Mags for 
employes in general” @ exclu- 
sion of the employes, “unfair 
though it is,” he said, can be trac- 
ed to the failure to develop a for- 
mula which recognizes the tradi- 
tionally tax-exempt status of 
church-related activities. 

Expressing the belief that “a 
great majority of the excluded 
agencies would willingly accept the 
present cost of social insurance 
to the extent of their ability to 
meet that cost, if it were not for 
the compulsory nature of the con- 
tributions,” . Montavon sub- 
mitted his proposals for volun- 
tary adherence as a practical way

Death came to the 83-yea¢-old 
Prince of the Church, the oldest 
member of the American Hierarchy 
in point of service, in the residence 
of the President of Eire, Sean T. 
O’Kelly, located in Dublin’s I’hoe- 
nix Park, where Cardinal Gleanon 
had stayed since his arrival in 
Eire last Monday afternoon. 


Though fatigued from his attend- 
‘ance at the numerous ceremonies in 
Rome, Cardinal Glennon attended a 
State reception in his honor on 
Tuesday night. In a short address 
he revealed that he was suffering 
from a cold——“one of those Roman 
colds that are as deep-seated as 
the Roman Faith.’ 

On the following day it was an- 
nounced that “a slight congestion 
of the lungs” had developed. Fur- 
ther complications set in and de- 
spite the best medical attention by 
American and Irish physicians the

“It follows as a natural conse- 
quence that hundreds of thousands 
of Ruthenian and Uktfainian refu- 
gees are refusing, with all their 
might, to be transferred east of the 
Curzon Line and to return under 
the rule of the communists. There 
fis no reason, really, to wonder at 
this. An enforced return to their 
own land would mean, in fact, for 
many refugees deportation to Si- 
beria or even the firing squad. 

“Scenes of great sorrow and de- 
epair have occurred in concentra- 
tion camps for displaced persons in 
Germany, Austria, Italy and else- 
where,” the Cardinal said. “The 
reason for this is that refugees are 
not submitting to demands made 
by members of the Red Army, often 
at the point of a gun, to force ref- 
ugees back to the countries from 
which they have come. 

' “Some have declared that they 
would prefer to die rather than put 
themselves under communistic 

ower, and these have asked for a 

elay of 15 days during: which 
they might prepare themselves for 
a Christian death. 

“It is inhuman, it is anti-Chris- 
tian,” Cardinal Tisserant said in 
conclusion, “to violate human lib- 
erty in this way. If the end of the 
war means the end of the right of 
asylum, then mankind has lost 
every idea of justice and charity.”

Because the Sacrament of Mat- 


tion of the Sacrament of Bap- 
tism, a Baptismal Certificate is 
required from the pastor of the 
churches in which the parties 
were baptized. If the Baptismal 
Certificate be almost impossible 
to secure because, for instance, 
one or both parties were baptized 
in a foreign country, then affi- 
davits from parents or sponsors 
must be procured. 

Not of absolute necessity, but 
of importance, is a Certificate of 
Confirmation also. It offers evi- 
dence that the person, now seek- 
ing marriage, had a Catholic 
training beyond the time of the 
use of reason.

Notre Dame, Ind., March 11— 
The Rev. Leo R. Ward, C.S.C., pro- 
fessor of Philosophy at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, has been ap- 
pointed a member of the Atomic 
Bomb Committee established by the 
Atomic Associates, Inc., at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

The Committee, composed of six 
scientists and six religious leaders, 
will be known as the Committee of 
Science, Religion and the Atomic 
Bomb. Chief work of the committee

In Austria Shows 


Quick Growth 


Handicapped By Severe 
Newsprint Rationing 
And Unfair Zoning 


Washington, March 11—(NC)— 
A remarkable revival of Catholic 
journalism in Austria, surpassing 
all expectations, is depicted in let- 
ters that have reached here from 
Veinna, the Austrian capital. Only 
thé severe rationing of newsprint 
stands in the way of even faster 
progress. 

The Kleines Volksblatt, the offi- 
cial organ of the Austrian Peope’s 
Party, the Catholic party in Aus- 
_tria, has now reached a daily cir- 
culation of 200,000, one letter de- 
clares. The journal is particularly 


hard hit by the paper rationing 


measures, which affect non-Catho- 
lic newspapers to a much smaller 
devree, 

The Herold Verlag, which pub- 
lishes the Kleines Volksblatt, also 
issues a weekly newspaper, called 


Die Furche (The Furrow), with a 


circulation of more than 12,000 in 
Vienna and lower Austria. Its edi- 
tors aim at developing it into a 
programmatic publication with ar- 
ticles on subjects of more general 
significance. 

“If the zoning regulations set up 
by the four occupying armies were 
not administered as if Austria were 
a former enemy country rather 
than a liberated one, Die Furche 
could easily double its circulation,” 
the writer declares. Under the pre- 
sent arrangements mail service be- 
tween the different zones still 
severely restricted and papers are 
not permitted to be sent beyond the 
various lines of demarcation. 

Another indication of a genuine 
revival of Catholic life in Austria 
is the report that more than 900 
students registered for the first 
term of the *Catholic Academy 
founded last year in Vienna by 
Cardinal Theodor Innitzer, Arch- 
bishop of Vienna.

The movement against Franco in particular has as its 
basis, as Franco has declared, “an international Communistic 
plot.” That was evident even during the war and demands for its 
execution have been emphasized by mass meetings of Communists 
in various countries, by the flooding of the State Department and 
Congress with mail, and has been abetted by newspaper men and 
Communistic-minded people who have a large radio audience.

Stalin Is Theis God 


Dorothy Thompson, only two weeks ago, wrote: “Wherever 
Russian occupation armies marched, they were accompanied by 
truckloads of new icons. Now Stalin’s face, blazoned on banners, 
was carried as though it were a monstrance in a religious proces- 
sion, and appeared overnight in every shop, while tens of thous- 
ands of red paper flags floated from all window sills. One looked 
in vain for the face of Roosevelt.” 

What Miss Thompson writes is confirmed by Philip Ham- 
burger, writing recently in the New Yorker. He reports that in 
Jugoslavia “two faces, Stalin’s and Tito’s, in tens of thousands of 
reproductions, are carried in tired and monotonous processions by 
uniformed youth, all shouting ‘Zibio TEE-to’, and singing anthems 
of praise to the fuerher exactly reminiscent of the hymns to 
Hitler.” 

Who have been right, those who claim that there is hardly an 
accidental difference between Communism and Nazism, or those 
who identify Communism with Democracy? 

Miss Thompson reports that the French Communists are 
applying the same tonic to the people of their country, in the hope 
of arousing them to a frenzy for the adoption of they know not 
what. She writes, “Picasso has joined the Communist Party and, 
like many a German artist under Hitler is apparently willing to 
follow the ‘line’ and become one of the first Court painters to the 
anticipated new fuerhers.” She says that he will first paint the 
portraits of the Communist leaders Thorez, Duclos and Cachin, 
“which will soon replace the postman’s Calendar in every peasant 
and workman’s home.” Do Britain and the United States really 
want that to happen in Spain? Whether they want it or not they 
are cooperating toward the realization of a Communist regime, 
Spain’s Government-in-exile would like to see that happen, and 
Communists demand that that Government be recognized.

(5|BBON, in his Rise and Fall of the Roman Empire, Ch. LI V, 
says: 

“The patriot reformers were ambitious of succeeding the 
tyrants whom they dethroned. They imposed, with equal vigor, | 
their creeds and confessions. They asserted the right of the | 
magistrate to punish the heretic with death.” 

Strickland in her Queens of England says: 

“It is a lamentable trait in human nature that there was. 
not a sect established at the Reformation that did not avow, as | 
part of their religious duty, the horrible necessity of destroying | 
some of their fellow-creatures on account of what they severally | 
termed heretical tenets.” 

Guizot, in his History of Civilization, pp. 261-262, writes: 

“The Reformation of the sixteenth century was not aware 


the very moment it was demanding these rights for itself it was 
violating them towards others. On the other hand, it was unable 
to estimate the rights of authority in the matter of reason.” 

Macauley, in his Essays: Hampden, says: 

“Rome had at least prescription on its side. But Protestant 
intolerance, despotism in an upstart sect, infallibility claimed by 
guides who acknowledge that they had passed the greater part of 
their lives in error, restraints imposed on the liberty of private 
judgment at the pleasure of rulers who could vindicate their own

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General MacArthur And Emperor 
Hirohito In Popularity Race In New 
Japan Conscious Of Restored Rights 


Big Steps Toward Freedom 


In Occupation Of 


Empire Outlined By NCWC Reporter

Tokyo, March 11—(Radio)—Conduct a popularity con- 
test in Japan today and you’re likely to have a draw between 
two men—Emperor Hirohito and Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

The Emperor is popular through heredity, but General 
MacArthur started six months ago with the handicaps of a 
victorious western commander in a defeated oriental nation. 


In this unpopular role, the General 


acted so wisely, humanely and 
firmly that he has gained the 
front rank of popularity among the 
millions of Japanese who were his 
enemies up until last August 15. 

Anyone attempting a fair ap- 
praisal of the first six months of 
American occupation of Japan, 
must recognize the remarkable 
achievements of these two men, es- 
pecially the historic evolution di- 
rected by General MacArthur and 
carried out by the Japanese, them- 
selves, without so much as a mild 
riot. 

Only those who knew pre-war 
Japan can appreciate the changes 
which have been effected since last 
September 2, when the first of the 
Supreme Command directives was 
issued. 


The cloud of fear has been lifted 
from Japanese life. Amid the woes 
of military defeat, men mainly are 
conscious of restored human rights. 
The Shintoist and Buddhist can re- 
joice in having Christian teachings 
on human dignity applied to them. 

Noteworthy from a_ religious 
viewpoint are four paths of action 
taken in this nation during the last 
six months: 

1. On October 4, General Mac- 
Arthur issued his bill of rights di- 
rective, ordering the removal of 
restrictions on political, civil and 
religious liberties. He thereby les- 
gened—possibly abolished—the real, 
though unformulated, penalties for 
embracing Christianity in Japan. 
He gave to accredited denomina- 
tional schools the precious liberty 
to teach religion during class hours. 
His December 13 directive abolish- 
ing State Shintoism liberated 
school children and others from the 
obnoxious militaristic observances. 
This directive paved the way for 
the Emperor’s disavowal of his di- 
vinity. 

2. General MacArthur = struck 
another blow for human dignity on 
January 24 when he called for abol- 
ition of legalized prostitution, 
through which girls could be sold 
into degraded slavery by their par- 
ents. Already Japanese reformers 
had succeeded in outlawing this 

hastly institution in many areas, 

ut still it thrived on a large scale. 
No one expects a directive to 
change human characteristics, ori- 
ental or occidenta, but this one cer- 
tainly reduced the factors that fos- 
ter immorality. 

8. By insisting on the full, free 

llot and extended franchise, the 

upreme Commander directed Ja-

4. General MacArthur showed

A Paradox 


The conclusive evidence to 
settle whether St. Patrick was 
born in France or in Scotland 
is lacking, but it is fairly cer- 
tain that he was not born on 
the Emerald Isle. And so, 
paradoxically, the greatest 
man of the race that is found 
in every corner of the earth 
is the greatest example of the 
universality of that race in 
that he himself was born 
either a Scot or a Frenchman. 
Saint Patrick was only an 
Irishman by adoption and by 
devotion. 


There are in this country 
(which the Irish called “Ire- 
land across the sea” because 
so many of her sons were 
here) many people of every 
nationality who once a year on 
St. Patrick’s Day, like Patrick 
himself claim to be Irish, by 
devotion. 


More Paradox 


Maybe it is because of all 
the paradoxes present in the 
Gaelic personality that the 
Englishman, G. K. Chester- 
ton, master of the paradox, 
understood and liked the Irish. 
Everyone knows of the en- 
during fealty of the Irish for 
the Gaelic culture and nation- 
ality. No peoples in the his- 
tory of civilization have clung 
so tenaciously and passionate-

ly to the glories of their past, 
nor hoped and fought with 
such vigorous devotion for the 
revival of their traditions and 
national character than have 
the Irish people. Yet no immi- 
grants loving their homeland 
have ever, as a group; adapted 
themselves so easily and so 
readily to their adopted coun- 
try as have these same Irish 
people, Another Celtic para- 
gox. 


Knowledge of the English 
language was undoubtedly an 
important factor in the easy 
Americanization of Irish emi- 
grants to the United States, 
in proportion as this was an 
obstacle to the quick absorp- 


tion of other emigrant na- 
tionalities to this country, 
such as the Italians, Poles, 
Slovaks, Croats, and others. 
These peoples are largely 
clannish, even at this late 
date. 


Of course the early English 
settlers in America contrib- 
uted the foundation of our 
American character and cul- 
ture. And it can certainly be 
said that the English were the 
first to become truly American 
(without a deliberate slight 
to the Dutch who were a mi- 
nority). But the great dis- 
tinguishing factor between 
the English ability to adjust 
readily to a new homeland and 
that of the Irish to do so, is 
that the English (most of 
them) had been treated bad- 
ly by their mother country 
and had left of their own ac- 
cord and in bitterness; where- 
as the Irish left reluctantly 
the land they loved, because 
they were oppressed by a con- 
queror, not by their own 
kinsmen. Nevertheless, still 
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loving the Jand of their birth, 
and their descendants. still 
loving the green land of their 
forebears, they have taken 
to their great Irish heart all 
the ideals and ambitions and 
interests of this synthesis of 
the Old World which is the 
United States. 


And Still Another 


And there is still another 
great paradox of the Irish. 
The Irish owe the initial work 
of their conversion from the 
pagan religion of the Druids 
to Christianity, as everybody 
knows, to St. Patrick. The 
Celtic personality was so suit- 
ed to the Christian concept 
that they embraced the Chris- 
tian code and ideal with the 
eonviction and fervor that 
soon made pagan Ireland the 
“Isle of Saints and Scholars.” 
Many came after St. Patrick 
as his disciples, and disciples 
of his disciples, spreading the 
Catholic Faith from Ulster to 
Munster, to Leinster to Con- 
naught. And many of these 
disciples, all native sons and 
daughters, were canonized 
also. Herein lies the paradox: 
with all the [Irish-born saints, 
whose sanctity was officially 


recognized by the Holy Ro- 
man Catholic Church, the 
Irish have made their for- 


eign-born apostle, St. Patrick, 
the greatest, the most loved, 
of all their saints. And they 
have spread their devotion to 
him wherever they have gone. 

Thus, the strongest prota- 
gonists of a national culture 
and tradition are at once cos- 
mopolitan. And since the fifth 
century, St. Patrick, the hero 
of heroes in a land of hero- 
worshippers, has typified the 
cosmopolitanness of the Irish. 
So the whole Christian world 
has given its friendship to the 
non-Irish patron of the Irish, 
St. Patrick, cosmopolite~ 
citizen of the world.

As you begin, you notice the

—and you are tempted. You find 
yourself unbearably curious about 
what is on the sports page or on 
the society page or what the stery 
behind the .cover picture is. It 
would only take a few minutes— 
but if you deny yourself—the 
daily cross, remember—and read 
the spiritual book first, you’ll have 
won a victory. A small point, to 
be sure, but an important one, 
Big ’n’ Little Sizes 

There are more serious tempta- 
tions in regard to curiosity, but 
this small item may help you ‘to 
be on the alert. Check curiosity 
about gossip and current local 
scandals and the private affairs 
of others, for example! 

The other half of your problem— 
wanting money or the things that 


money can buy or secure—is 
equally present in your young life, 
The trouble is not money itself, 
but an excessive attachment to it 
or to the false criterion of : uc- 
cess which asks the question, “low 
much money does he make.” Un- 
fortunately, that discussion will 
have to wait until a later day, ut 
it is worth thinking about!

Historians Tell Of 
Tyranny Of Reformers

strong and so general was its intolerance that for some time it 
may, I believe, be truly said that there were more instances of 
partial tolerance being advocated by Roman Catholics than by 
orthodox Protestants.” | 


Roscoe (a Protestant) in his Life and Pontificate of Leo X, 
writes: 


“Whilst Luther was engaged in his opposition to the Church 
of Rome, he asserted the right of private judgment with the con- 
fidence and courage of a martyr. But no sooner had he freed 
his followers from the chains of Papal domination, than he forged 
others in many respects equally intolerable; and it was the em- 
ployment of his latter years to counteract the beneficial effects 
produced by his former years.” 


Froude, in his Short Studies on Great Subjects, page 48, 
writes: 


“Our liberal philosophers, men of high literary power and 
reputation, looking into the history of Luther, and Calvin, and 
John Knox, and the rest, find them falling short of the philosophi- 
cal ideal, wanting sadly in many qualities which the liberal mind 
cannot dispense with. They are discovered to be intolerant, 
dogmatic, narrow-minded, inclined to persecute others; to be, in 
fact, little if at all better than the Popes and Cardinals whom 
they were fighting against.” 

“Lord Macaulay can hardly find epithets strong enough to 
express his contempt for Archbishop Cranmer. Mr. Buckle places 
Cranmer by the side of Bonner, and hesitates which of the two 
characters is the more detestable. 


“An unfavorable estimate of the reformers, whether just or 
unjust, is unquestionably gaining ground among our advanced 
thinkers.” 


Calvin P. Bollman, writing in the Sign of the Times, June, 
1916, observed: 


“It was in-1529, at the second Diet of Spires, that the German 
princes drew up and signed the protest that gave the name “Prot- 
estant” to all who have since protested against the errors and 
principles of Romanism. At the Diet, six of the German princes 
and a large number of the cities of the empire issued a formal 
protest against the action of the Diet, denying the right of the 
majority to bind the minority in matters of conscience. Yet these 
same princes and the officers of those cities presently united in 
denying to others the very rights their protest asserted for all 
men.” 

Maimbourg, in his History of Calvinism, writes: 

“In France it is well known that wherever the Hugenots car- 
ried their victorious arms against their sovereigns, they pro- 
hibited the exercise of the Catholic religion, slaughtered the 
priests and burnt the churches and convents.” 

Dr. Milner, in the End of Religious Controversy, page 439, 
writes: 3 

“When Catholic States and princes persecuted Protestants, it 
was done in favor of an ancient religion, which had been established 
in their country perhaps a thousand or fifteen hundred years, and 


‘|which had long preserved the peace, order and morality of their 


réspective subjects, and when at the same time they clearly saw 
that any attempt to alter this religion would unavoidably produce 
disorders and sanguinary contests among them. 

“Protestants, on the contrary, everywhere persecuted on be- 
half of new systems, in opposition to the established laws of the 
Church and of the respective states.” 

From Hallam’s Constitutional History, Vol. I, page 120, we 
quote the following passage: 


“Tolerance in religion, it is well known, so unanimously 
admitted at least verbally in the present century, was seldom con- 
sidered practicable, much less a matter of right, during the period 
of Reformation.” 

In the same work, Vol. II], page 532, Hallam writes: 


“It appears that at the end of the seventeenth century the 


\Irish or Anglo-Irish Catholics could hardly possess above one- 


sixth or one-seventh of the kingdom. They were still formidable 
from their numbers and their sufferings, and the victorious party 
saw no security but in a system of oppression, contained in a 
series of laws during the reigns of William and Anne, which have 
scarce a parallel in European history. 


“No papist was allowed to keep a school, or teach in any private 
houses, except the children of the family, and no papist could 
be a guardian of any child... 


“To have exterminated the Catholics by the swore, or expelled 
them like the Moriscoes of Spain, would have been little more 
repugnant to justice and humanity, but incomparably more politic.” 

Lord Macaulay, in his Critical and Historical E'ssays, writes 
thus: | 

“The Church of England existed for England alone; it was 
an institution as purely local as the Court of Common Pleas, and 
was utterly without machinery for foreign operations. The Church 


jof Scotland existed for Scotland alone, and no one at Lambeth 


or Edinburgh troubled themselves about what was doing in Poland 
or Bavaria. 

“The spiritual force of Protestantism was a local militia. In 
England the gaols were filled with men who did not exactly agree 
with the Court on all points of discipline and doctrine.” 

DeBrandt in his Hist. Ref. des Pays Bas writes: 

“In the low countries it was an ordinary thing for the Cal- 
vinists to assault the clergy in the discharge of their functions. 
Wherever Vandermeck and Sonio, both of them lieutenants of the 
Prince of Orange, carried their arms, they uniformly put to death 
in cold blood all the priests and religious they could lay hands on, 


‘as at Dort, Middlebourg, Delft, etc.”

Bob Kelly, outstanding at right 
half on both the 1943 and 1944 
elevens, and Gerry Cowhig a 
powerful, 215-pound fullback in 
1942 who was hampered by in- 
juries throughout most of that 
time. 

Livingstone has been in the army 
since the spring of 1943 and was in 
the Pacific area for 22 months, 
seeing action as a combat infan- 
tryman throughout the campaign 
in the Philippines. He won the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry in action and 
was discharged as a sergeant. He 
has not had a football in his hands 
since he left Notre Dame, and is 
going to rest and relax from now 
until time for school to open next 
September. His battle experiences 
have left their mark on him, but he 
was fortunate in escaping serious 
injury and believes he can pick up 
where he left off three years ago. 
That remains to be seen, but, nat- 
urally, he is going to be given 
every opportunity to make good. 
He now weighs about 180 pounds 
against the 168 he carried around 
as an elusive, hard running half- 
back in 1942, 


Mello is one of the returning 
players who should be even bet- 
ter next fall than when he played 
regularly at fullback on the 1943 
team. He joined the navy at the 
end of that season and played 
on the Great Lakes. eleven 
throughout the 1944 season, and 
last year played with other navy 
teams. Bigger and stronger than 
ever, and still owning the speed 
and drive that made him one of 
the most feared Notre Dame ful- 
backs in years, he, too, should be 
a tower of strength to the team 
next fall. 

Cowhig, whose playing weight 
will be 215 pounds, has not had a 
football in his hands since he went 
into the army at the end of the 
1942 season. He too, saw a lot of 
action in the European theater, but 
was fortunate to return in good 
condition and is now at Notre 
Dame to resume his studies. Just 
how much edge the three years 
absence from the football field have 
taken from his form won’t be 
known until spring practice gets 
started next month. 


Kelly, like Mello, has missed 
no competition. As a V-12 stu- 
dent he played at Notre Dame in 
1943 and 1944, then was trans- 
fered to the Naval academy at 
Annapolis where he played regu- 
larly last year at right halfback 
until an injury forced him out. 
Kelly is a boy who takes on 
weight rapidly unless he keeps 
working hard, and the leg injury 
last fall sidelined him for so long 
that he was of little use to the 
Middies when that injury had 
cleared up. By that time he was 
too heavy and slow. Now at No- 
tre Dame again, Kelly will soon 
be in A-1 condition, and he’s an- 
other who will lend tremendous 
speed and power to the Irish 
backfields of the next two or 
three years.

Each day Christ dies mystically 
on our altars, spilling His grace 
over every stubborn, block-headed 
heart in that very same _ world. 
Yet, how few people there are who 
are really friends of God. It paints 
a strictly false picture of Him, but 
you might, for a moment, wonder 
if He doesn’t get a bit discouraged; 
He meets so many strangers on 
the way. 


But you are not strangers. You 
are His friends, and you can prove 
that His efforts are worthwhile by 
showing Him your love in your 
willingness to suffer. That’s what 
Lent is for; it’s a time to prove 
your love. God doesn’t want to hurt 


you, but if you hurt yourself, just 


a little, by doing something special 
for Him, or by giving something 
up, He is sure of your love. And 
that kind of guaranty is every bit 
as convincing as the tiny diamond 
engagement ring a poor down-and- 
outer from across the railroad 
tracks manages to buy for his Cin- 
derella sweetheart. 


Anything that we give to God 
will be returned to us with com- 
pound interest. But there is one 
hitch—we must be generous. If we 
give at all, we must give as Mary 
gave when, after she saw her Son 
condemned to death, she resolved 
to give Him up for the salvation 
of men.

Friday evening by his Chancellor, 
Msgr. John P. Cody, who had ac- 
companied him on the journey to 
Rome. Some time later, the Holy 
Viaticum was given to the Prelate 
by Msgr. Patrick Dunne, Vicar 
General of the Archdiocese of Dub- 
lin. Father Thomas O’Donnell, 
President of All-Hallow’s College, 
an old friend of Cardinal Glennon, 
was also present when the last Sac- 
raments were administered. The 
Papal Benediction was pronounced 
by Monsignor Cody. 


President and Mrs. O’Kelly, Mon- 
signor Cody, the Rev. Philip O’- 
Connor of St. Louis, a nephew of 
Cardinal Glennon, and Commodore 
Alphonse McMahon of the U. S. 
Navy, personal physician to the 
Cardinal, were at the bedside when 
death came. Also in the sick room 
were two nuns, Sisters Anastasia 
and Marie Rose of Bon Secours 
Community, who had nursed the 
Cardinal during his last illness, 
Mrs. Thomas O’Connor, the Cardi- 
nal’s sister, and her husband, 


Cardinal Glennon went to the 
Consistory in Rome in the Constel- 
lation airliner that carried Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York, and Thomas Cardinal 
Tien, Vicar Apostolic of Tsingtao, 
China: Although it was the Car- 
dinal’s first air journey, he obvi- 
ously enjoyed the trip. 


In Rome he presented a striking 
figure as he was escorted in sol- 
emn procession during the Public 
Consistory in St. Peter’s Basilica. 
He was the second to approach the 
Papal throne to receive the Red 
Hat, preceded only by Gregory 
Cardinal Agagianian, Patriarch of 
Cilicia of the Armenians. Now this 
Red Hat, symbol of the Cardinali- 
tial dignity which Cardinal Glen- 
non was privileged to hold for such 
a short period of time, will be hung 
above his tomb in St. Louis Cathe- 
dral, 


Shortly before his departure 
from Rome in the company of Ed- 
ward Cardinal Mooney, Archbishop 
of Detroit, and Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago, 
Cardinal Glennon took solemn pos- 
session of the titular church that 
had been assigned to him: The 
ancient Basilica of San Clemente’s. 

His thoughts turned to St. Louis, 
his beloved Archdiocese, over which 
he had presided since 1902. “St. 
Louis, the Rome of the West, is 
united with the Rome of the East, 
which is Rome indeed,” he said in 
his sermon at San Clemente’s 
which was broadcast to his see city. 


Shortly before his departure 
from Rome Cardinal Glennon was 
received by the Holy Father in a 
farewell audience, and received his 
affectionate blessing. 


On Sunday the body of Cardinal 
Glennon was borne through the 
streets of Dublin, lined with

mourning crowds, to All Hallows | 


College. There a solemn Requiem 
High Mass was sung on Monday by 
Msgr. John P. Cody, chancellor of 
St. Louis, who accompanied Cardi- 
nal Glennon to Rome and was at 
his bedside at death. 

The body of His Eminence lay in 
state from Sunday until Wednes- 
day morning and thousands in Ire- 
land paid tribute to a beloved na- 
tive son whose last wish was that 
he be buried in St. Louis among 
the people whose shepherd he was 
for more than 42 years. 

On Wednesday solemn services 
were held in Mullingar Cathedral, 
Dublin. Taking part, in addition to 
the members of the Hierarchy of 
Eire, were three newly created 
Cardinals, Their Eminences Car- 
dinal James McGuigan of Toronto; 
Cardinal Gilroy of Australia and 
Cardinal Bernard Griffin of London. 
Immediately after the services the 
body of Cardinal Glennon was en- 
closed in a leaden casket, placed in 
an oak coffin and flown to St. Louis. 

As priest, Bishop and Cardinal 
Archbishop Glennon knew and serv- 
ed under five Popes and received 
the felicitations of a _ half-dozen 
Presidents of the United States. 
He passed more than 61 years in 
the priesthood, more than 49 years 
in the episcopacy, and 42 years as 
Archbishop of St. Louis. He was 
frequently referred to as the most 
beloved citizen of his large See 
City.

Fort Wayne—The Rev. Leo Pur- 
sley, pastor of St. John the Baptist 
Parish, has been delivering a series 
of lectures on Catholic writers at 
St. Francis College. At a recent 
lecture he selected as his subject 
the poet, Francis Thompson. 


Critics tend to feel strongly for 
or against Francis Thompson, as 
he is a poet whose writings show 
the struggles of a turbulent and 
troubled soul, which is always a 
challenge to the reader: one cannot 
remain indifferent after reading 
him, and likes or dislikes him in- 
tensely. Father Pursley belongs to 
the critics who fervently like and 
understand this writer. 

Thompson has been called “the 
poet of the return to God.” Through 
all his groupings and apparently 
hopeless struggles against spiritual 
annihilation—as best depicted in 
his “Hound of Heaven”—he rose to 
a mystical realization of the power 
and transcending love of God. His 
work, according to Father Pursley, 
is characterized by rich imagi- 
nation and sublimity of thought and 
he has the universa] appeal, which 


is the dominant trait of all real 
literature.
